To  see  four  good  plays,  excellently 
executed  by  n  group  of  dramatic!  artists 
was  the  privilege  the  student  body  of 
the  College  bad  Monday  and  Tuesday 
of  this  week. 

Monday  evening  The  Chicago  Art 
Theatre  gave  three  one-act  plays,  Max¬ 
im  Gorkey’s  “Evil.  Spirits,”  Clickov’s 
“Tlie  Proposal,”  both  Russian  plays, 
and  “The  Flattering  Word”  by  the 
English  playwright,  George  Kelley.  Tile 
second  evening  they  gave  Charles  Dick¬ 


ens’,  “The  Cricket  on  tlic  Hearth.’ 


A  largo  and  enthusiastic  crowd  at¬ 
tended  both  performances.  The  plays' 
carried  more  than  usual  interest  for 
the  local  and  college  people  for  one  of 
the  leading  characters  and  buisness 
manager  for  the  Chicago  Art  Theatre  is 
Charles  II.  McReynolds,  a  former  stu¬ 
dent  of  S.  T.  C. 

On  Monday  evening  Ethel  Ellis’  por¬ 
trayal  of  Lenka,  the  crippled  child,  was 
superb  in  the  presentation  of  “Evil 
Spirits.”  Charlein  Marmein,  as  Mamka, 
and  John  Marsh  as  the  dealer  in  kvass 
lent  able  support.  The  play  was  of 
Russia  during  the  regime  of  the  czars. 

The  second  play  was  also  Russian, 
hut,  “The  Proposal,”  by  Cliokov,  serv¬ 
ed  as  the  perfect  antidote  for  the  puz¬ 
zling  and  depressing  Gorky.  John 
Marsh  as  the  proposer  was  delightful. 
His  characterization  stood  above  the 
good  Characterizations  of  Charles.  Me 
Reynolds  as  the  father  and  Agnes 
George  as  the  daughter. 

Mr.  McReynolds,  former  student  of 
the  College,  jamc  into  his  own  in  his 
portrayal  of  the  Rev.  Loring  Rigley  in 
“The  Flattering  Word,”  by  George 
Kelly,  the  third  play  given  Monday 
night.  Mr.  Marsh  as  Eugene  Tosh,  a 
dramatic  star,  was  a  surprise.  One  was 
impressed  by  his  versatility.

Mr.  Selecman,  who  for  the  past  four 
years  has  been  director  of  information 
for  the  College  ami  instructor  of  jour¬ 
nalism  in  charge  of  tho  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian,  lias  resigned  his  position, '  ef¬ 
fective  July  1,  to  accept  a  position  in 
the  Trust  Company  Division  of  the 
American  Bankers  Association.  Mr. 
Selecman ’s  office  will  ho  at  the  Asso¬ 
ciation’s  headquarters  in  New  York 
City.  He  will  leave  Maryville  Thurs¬ 
day  of  this  week. 

Mr.  Selecman  has  done  some  work 
for  the  American  Bankers)  Association 
during  the  past  year,  having  assisted  in 
handling  tho  publicity  for  the  national 
convention  at  Houston  last  fall  and  was 
in  New  York  in  December  on  business 
for  the  'Association.  The  Maryville 
Democrat-Forum  and  Tribune  carried 
the  following  story  about  Mr.  Selec¬ 
man ’s  resignation: 

“The  publicity  department  of  the 
Teachers  College  here  was  established 
by  Mr.  Selecman,  who  started  his  news¬ 
paper  career  with  tho  Democrat-Forum. 
For  four  years  lie  was  advertising  man¬ 
ager  and  ho  was  city  editor  when  he 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  tho 
College.  In  addition  to  liis  publicity 
work  at  tho  Collego  ho  has  been  man¬ 
aging  editor  of  the  Northwest  Missour¬ 
ian,  weekly  college  newspaper,  and 
manager  of  •  tho  Northwest  Missouri 
basketball  tournaments  and  spring  high 
school  contests  sponsored  by  tho  Col- 
loge.  Also,  ho  is  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary  of  tho  Northwest  Missouri  High 
School  Athletic  Association  and  alumni 
rocorder  for  tho  Collego. 

“Mr.  Selecman  has  devoted  much  of 
his  spare  time  to  civic  activities.  Ho 
is  director  of  tho  Maryvillo  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  president  and  one  of  tho 
active  organizers  of  the  Muryvillo  Ro¬ 
tary  club,  and  diroctor  of  publicity  ot 
the  Northwest  Missouri  Chamber  of 
Oommoreo,  which  lie  helped  to  organize 
last  fall. 

“Mr.  Selecman  was  graduated  from 
tho  Teachers  Collego  hero  and  last  year 
took  his  muster’s  degroo  from  tho  Mo- 
ilill  School  of  Journalism  at  Northwest- 
oru  Univorsity,  Chicago.”

Tells  S.  T.  C.  In  Talk  and 
in  Movies. 


“If  you  would  have  good  teeth  go 
to  your  dentist  often  and  regularly  to 
have  him  look  for  trouble,  and  then 
brush  your  teeth  every  time  you  use 
them,”  was  the  advice  given  to  the 
student  hotly  last  week  at  special  As¬ 
sembly  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Hollister,  dental 
advisor  of  the  Pennsylvania  state  de¬ 
partment  of  health,  in  his  talk  to  the 
students. 

“I  would  like  to  extract  a  promise 
from  you  to  yourself,”  Dr.  Hollister 
said,  “that  you  will  Clean  your  tcctli 
every  time  you  use  them  for  two 
weeks.  You  will  look  better,  feel  bet¬ 
ter,  and  be  better.” 

Dr.  Hollister  is  one  of  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  men  in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  United 
States.  In  introducing  him  to  the  As- 
seinblj',  President  Lamkiu  said,  “When 
wo  decided  to  promote  a  program  of 
oral  hygiene  among  the  Teachers  col¬ 
leges  in  this  state,  we  decided  to  got 
the  best  man  in  li is  field  in  the  United 
States.”  Dr.  Hollister  is  being  brought 
to  the  Colege  as  part  of  the  general 
health  program  promoted  by  the  five 
Missouri  Stato  Teachers  Colleges.  He 
lias  been  at  two  other  colleges  this 
week,  and  will  go  to  the  remaining  two 
from  here.

practical  advice  about  tho  care  and 
preservation  of  the  teeth.  “The  first 
reason  for  . caring  for  the  teeth,”  lie 
said,  “is  fundamental,  and  that  is  to 
keep  the  toothache  away.” 

“The  second  reason,”  lie  continued, 
“is  to  keep  from  getting  sick.  The 
third  reason  is  that  we  want  to  he  just 
as  handsome  as  wo  can.  It  is  a  human 
trait  to  want  to  he  handsome. 

“Wo  often  hear  the  teoth  spoken  of 
as  being  pearls.  Tho  pearls  in  the 
mouth  are  much  more  valuable  than 
pearls  you  buy.  If  you  lose  a  string 
of  pearls,  maybe  you  can  buy  another, 
hut  you  can  never  buy  the  pearls  in  the 
mouth  when  they  aro  gone.” 

“To  get  any  whore  in  life  wo  must 
have  health,  education  and  pep,”  Dr. 
Hollister  said.  “Health  is  not  some¬ 
thing  that  you  can  got  at  the  doctor’s 
office,  hut  you  have  to  build  it  day 
by  day.” 

About  the  kind  of  tooth  brush  to  buy, 
Dr.  Hollister  said,  “Many  times  when 
persons  go  to  tho  drug  store  to  buy 
a  tooth  brush  they  buy  the  largest  one 
they  see.  I  suppose  they  want  the  most 
for  their  money.” 

Tho  speaker  said  that  there  is  manu¬ 
factured  in  and  imported  into  the 
United  States  each  year  44  or  45  million 
tooth  brushes.  Tho  population  of  tho 
United  Statos  is  about  110  million.  “It 
is  estimated  that  not  over  25  per  cont 
of  the  population  of  this  Country  uses 
a  tooth  brush  regularly,”  he  said. 

At  tho  conclusion  of  Dr.  Hollister’s 
address,  an  eight  hundrod  roll  motion 
picture  film,  illustrating  the  principles 
which  ho  had  discussed,  was  shown.  *

Several  members  of  tho  College  fac¬ 
ulty  headed  by  President  Lamkin  will 
leave  Saturday  of  this  week  for  Minn¬ 
eapolis  to  attend  the  sixty-sixth  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Education 
Association.  Among  those  from  the 
College  who  nro  going  arc  Mr.  Phillips, 
Miss  White,  Miss  O’Brien,  county  sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Daviess  County,  and 
probably  Miss  Shepherd.  Mrs.  L.  R. 
Doolin,  of  Gallatin,  a  former  S.  T.  C. 
student,  is  also  planning  to-' attend. 
Several  others  among  the  faculty  and 
student  body  aro  talking  about  attend¬ 
ing  the  meetings,  and  some  will  probab¬ 
ly  drive. 

Ono  of  the  reasons  that  so  many 
from  Maryville  and  from  Missouri  are 
particularly  interested  in  going  this 
year  is  the  fact  tlmt  President  Lamkin 
is,  at  present,  the  most  likely  candidate 
for  president  of  tho  N.  E.  A.  for  the 
coming  year.  Indications  point  to  the 
fact  that  ho  will  probably  have  no 
opposition.  A  recent  communication  to 
all  N.  E.  A.  delegates  from  Missouri 
from  the  officers  of  the  state  asso¬ 
ciation,  says  they  hnvo  gotten  a  favor¬ 
able  response  from  practically  every 
state  in  the  Union.  Tho  letter  is  as 
follows: 

“To  Missouri  N.  E;  A.  Delegates  and 
altecrnntcs: 

We  are  writing  to  tell  you  that  we 
have  sent  out  a  letter  to  all  state  pres¬ 
idents,  state  secretaries,  and  state  N.  E. 
A.  directors,  requesting  their  support  of 
President  Uel  W.  Lamkin  for  the  pres¬ 
idency  of  the  N.  E.  A.  We  have  gotten 
a  response  from  practically  evey  slate 
iii  the  Union  and  everything  points  to 
Mr.  Lamkin ’s  election. 

Tho  Missouri  delegates  will  have 
headquarters  at  Hotel  Raddisoa  in  Min¬ 
neapolis  nnd  will  have  a  meeting  at  this 
hotel  on  Monday,  July  2,  at  5  o’clock. 
Be  sure  to  come.

The  election  of  Mr.  Lamkin  would 
menn  a  great  honor  to  S.  T.  O.  and  to 
tho  entire  state  of  Missouri.  Tho  last 
Missourian  to  be  elocted  to  this  position 
was  J.  M.  Greenwood  of  Kansas  City, 
who  was  elected  just  thirty  years  ago. 

A  very  pretentious  program  has  been 
planned  for  thiB  year  by  President  Cor¬ 
nelia  S,  Adair  with  the  general  theme 
of  Education  for  Citizenship.  Governor 
Theodore  Christianson  of  Minnesota 
will  give  the  address  of  welcome  to  be 
followed  by  greetings  from  Arthur  R. 
Rogers,  president  of  the  Minneapolis 
Civic  and  Commerce  Association  and 
Prosident  E.  A.  Hardy  of  the  Canadian 
Toachers  Federation.  Full  sessions  aro 
planned  for  evory  day  from  July  1  to 
July  6  with  many  distinguished  educa¬ 
tors,  public  men  and  women  appearing 
on  tho  programs. 

President  Lamkin  is  soheduled  to 
spoak  on  tho  general  session  program, 
Thursduy,  July  5  upon  tho  subject, 
“Who  Moulds  tho  Futuro  Citizen?”

Is  About  1100  Now 


The  total  enrollment  at  the  Collogo 
for  the  Summer  Session  was  997  Inst 
week  according  to  Mr.  Rickenbrodo  who 
has  the  final  results  from  official  re¬ 
cords.  This  does  not  include  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  Conservatory  of  Music.

“■Ramona”  is  a  daring  and  unusual 
story  with  the  scenes  laid  in  tho  early 
(lays  of  California  under  tho  colorful 
regime  of  the  Spanish  Dons,  when  the 
Missions  were  in  flower,  and  before  the 
pioneer  reilman  nnd  Spaniards  were 
driven  from  their  landed  kingdoms  by 
invading  whites. 

Ramona  was  the  adopted  (laughter  of 
tlie  Sonora  Moreno,  proud  and  haughty 
widow — a  religious  fanatic  who  ruled 
her  vast  rancho  in  feudal  grandeur. 
From  girlhood,  slio  loved  the  Sonora’s 
son,  Felipe,  and  he  in  turn  loved  Ramo¬ 
na. 

Tho  story  begins  at  sheep-shearing 
timo  on  tho  Morono^rancho.  A  band  of 
Indians,  bended  by  the  handsome  and 
youthful  Alessandro,  aro  engaged  for 
tho  shearing,  nnd  during  this  annual 
harvest  of  wool,  the  young  chieftain 
and  Ramona  fall  in  lovo.  All  of  her 
rich  heritage  of  Indian  blood  rises  into 
tho  ascendency,  and  the  girl  determines 
to  marry  Alessandro.  Sonora  Moreno 
resorts  to  overy  artifice  of  her  cunning 
nature  to  frustrate  tho  marriage.  By 
wedding  an  Indian,  Ramona  woud  be 
disgraced,  argued  tho  Sonora.  Felipe, 
when  ho  learns  that  Ramona  and  Ales¬ 
sandro  nro  in  love,  sacrifices  his  own 
devotion  for  tho  girl,  defies  his  obdur- 
ato  mother  and  aids  in  thwarting  her 
scheme  to  place  Ramona  in  a  convent. 
With  his  guitar  he  intrigues  tho  Senora 
in  tho  patio  while  Ramona  escapos  from 
tho  hacienda  and  elopes  with  Alessan¬ 
dro. 

Ramona  goes  off  with  Alessandro 
who  returns  to  his  own  peoplo  with  his 
Indian  bride.  Many  hardships  and 
tragedies  follow  the  marriage,  but  they 
servo  only  to  cement  their  lovo  in 
stronger  union.  They  find  happinoss  in 
tho  birth  of  ^  baby  girl  and  life’s  out¬ 
look  seems  happy  indeed  when  a  gang 
of  brutal  outlaws  raid  thoir  village  and 
massacre  the  inhabitants.  Ramona  and 
Alessandro,  with  thoir  child,  cscapo  af- 
tor  she  sets  firo  to  thoir  homo  to  koop 
it  from  falling  into  tho  hands  of  the 
marauders.  Thoy  find  refugo  iri  a  cabin 
on  a  mountain  peak.  Then  comos  tho 
(loath  of  little  Ramona,  which  upsots 
tho  mind  of  Alessundro  and  all  but 
breaks  the  heart  of  Ramona.

Six  Forensic  Keys 


After  piling  up  a  formidable  array  of 
evidence  on  the  negativo  sido  of  his 
locturo  subject,  “Is  Progress  Real,” 
Dr.  Will  Durant,  noted  lecturer  and  au¬ 
thor  of  the  best  11011-fiction  seller,  “Tho 
Story  of  Philosophy,”  launched  into 
tho  final  half  of  his  talk  last  Tuesday 
night  in  the  College  auditorium  refut¬ 
ing  his  previous  arguments  and  made  a 
substantial  case  to  prove  that  progress 
was  real. 

His  address  was  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresing  and  stimulating  that  has  been 
heard  at  the  College  for  a  long  time. 
He  is  a  brilliant  thinker,  a  keen  observ¬ 
er,  and  as  interesting  a  speaker  ns  lie 
is  a  writer.  He  came  to  Maryville  from 
Kansas  City  where  ho  had  been  cover¬ 
ing  the  Republican  national  convention 
for  the  Scripps-Howard  newspapers  and 
will  also  cover  the  Democratic  conven¬ 
tion  in  Houston  this  week. 

Introducing  his  lecture,  Dr.  Durant 
said,  “This  question,  ‘Is  progress 
real’?  seems  to  Americans  to  bo  an  un¬ 
real  question.  We  take  for  granted  that 
progress  is  real.  Wo  look  about  us  and 
see  the  many  inventions  and  great 
scientific  discoveries  and  then  think 
that  progress  is  real. 

“But  if  you  put  yourself  in  front,  of 
the  facts,  you  will  notice  that  there  was 
no  real  progress  up  to  1750.  It  is  a 
now  idea,”  the  philosopher  said. 

Greeks  Did  Not  Believe. 

“The  Greeks  did  not  believe  in  pro¬ 
gress,  yet  thoy  made  more  progress 
than  probably  any  other  people.  It  is 
doubtful  wlictlior  our  own  progress  will 
equal  it  in  tho  same  length  of  time.  •

by  flu  Beta  Kappa  in  the  field  of  lit¬ 
erary  studies  and  Sigma  Xi  in  tho  field 
of  natural  science  ?” 

This  is  the  question  that  Leroy  Allen, 
national  president  of  the  honorary  soc¬ 
ial  science  fraternity  is  asking  members 
of  the.  sixty-four  different  chapters  of 
the  organization  and  the  members  of 
the  Beta  chapter  here  have  been  dis¬ 
cussing  it.  There  seems  to  be  much 
favorable  interest  among  members  here 
for  such  a  movement.  Mr.  Foster,  or¬ 
ganizer  and  faculty  adviser  of  the  local 
chapter  is  strongly  in  favor  of  such  a 
plan.  In  discussing  the  proposal  he 
said: 

“I  am  highly  pleased  with  the  move¬ 
ment  to  put  our  national  social  science 
honorary  society  upon  a  par  with  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  and  Sigma  Xi.  Tho  India- 
pcnsiblo  basis  for  such  a  classification 
is  in  tho  high  attainments  of  our  mem¬ 
bership.  "Why  be  content  with  little 
rirore  than  ordinary  standards  and 
ideals?  The  college  man  and  college 
woman  who  are  intellectually  alive  na¬ 
turally  gravitate  into  an  intimacy  of 
association  with  their  gind.  Pi  Gamma 
Mu  makes  its  appeal  to  brains,  scholar¬ 
ship,  character,  and  genuine  achieve¬ 
ment  in  social  soi-vico.  The  fraternal 
bond  could  hardly  comprehend  a  great¬ 
er  objective.  He  is  no  true  member  of 
Pi.  Gamma  Mu  who  is  not  bestirred 
by  civilization’s  immediate  demands 
upon  social  science.  Lot  each  member 
of  our  local  Beta  Chapter  ever  more 
keenly  envisage  the  responsibility  he 
assumes  in  membership: 


“Attainment  of  scholarship,  charac¬ 
ter,  and  social  service  will  bo  tho  em¬ 
bodiment  of  our  realized  ideal  and  in¬ 
dividual  pledge.  Thus  wo  will  most  ef¬ 
fectively  aid  our  Society  to  a  deserved 
plnce  among  the  learned  societies  of 
the  nation.” 

Mr.  Allen,  national  president,  has  sent 
the  following  letter  to  tho  members  of 
tho  organization: 

“Dear  Fellow  Member  of  Pi  Gamma 
Mu: 

“Pi  Gamma  Mu  now  has  sixty-four 
chapters  and  many  more  in  process  of 
formation.  In  addition  there  arc  many 
mombcrs-at-largo  representing  the  social 
science  faculty  of  practically  every 
well  known  college  and  university. 
Many  also  are  distinguished  in  tho  var¬ 
ious  fields  of  active  socinl  work. 

“An  important  question  now  con¬ 
fronts  the  Society.  It  seems  to  me 
that  Pi  Gamma  Mu  should  no  longer  bo 
content  to  rate  as  one  of  the  almost 
innumerable  departmental  honor  socie¬ 
ties,  that  are  constantly  springing  up, 
but  should  move  forward  and  take  pos¬ 
session  of  an  inviting  unocccupicd  field. 
On  this  subject  I  should  like  a  referen¬ 
dum  vote  of  all  members:  Should  Pi 
Gamma  Mu  aspire  to  become  a  great 
general  honor  society  occupying  a  posi¬ 
tion  in  relation  to  the  field  of  social 
sdience  similar  to  that  now  held  by 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  in’  the  field  of  literary 
studies  and  by  Sigma  Xi  in  the  field 
of  natural  science? 

“Of  course  it  will  be  some  t.iAic  be¬ 
fore  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  accorded  tho  ven¬ 
eration,  that  is  now  paid  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  Sigma  Xi,  but  in  every  other 
respect  save  that  of  ago  wo  can  soon 
have  in  Pi  Gamma  Mu  a  society  that 
will  compare  very  favorably  with  these 
older  organizations.  AVc  shall  empha¬ 
size  scholarship  and  science  as  much 
as  either  do  and  in  addition  shall  stress 
active  sodial  service. 

Now  I  should  like  for  each  of  you  to 
overlook  the  circular  character  of  this 
letter,  since  I  cannot  write  personally 
to  each  of  you,  and  write  me  what  you 
think  of  this  advance.  I  shall  also 
thank  you  for  any  suggestions  as  to  our 
work  and  will  try  to  answer  your  let¬ 
ters.  At  least  send  in  your  vote.  This 
will  indicate  your  interest  in  the  matter!

If  you  agree 
with  me  in  this,  please  say  so.  In  the 
meantime  let  us  do  all  in  our  power  to 
get  Pi  Gamma  Mu  ready  for  this  great, 
advance.

Miss  Hook,  in  her  address  said,  “Wc 
believe  that  education  means  abundant 
life.  There  was  a  master  teacher  who 
had  but  twelve  pupils.  Only  one  of 
these  pupils  failed  and  ho  did  not  fail 
memory  test.  He  failed  a  test  of 
character  and  loyalty.  This  great  teach¬ 
er  said,  ‘I  have  come  that  ye  may  have 
life,  and  havo  it  more  abundantly. 

‘I  do  not  believe  that  wo  can  live 
\m  abundant  life  unless  we  grow,”  Miss 
Hook  stated.  Then  she  listed  threo  ways 
in  which  life  may  be  enriched — through 
travel;  in  listening  to  great  speakers;
